In view of the fact that for more than a year this Branch 
has had an interest in Martin BORMANN, it would be appreciated if 
you could determine from Mr. Neal what the interest of FC in sub- 
ject actually is. Specifically, what action would State take if 
BORMANN ' 0 whereabouts could be detected? What b.S. or Allied offi- 
cials or agencies are interested in his apprehension and would be 
willing to take steps to bring him to trial? Y.hat has created in- 
terest. enough in BORMANN at State (or some other branch of our 
Government) at this point to prompt the recent forwarding of in- 
struction No. 100 to Buenos Aires? 
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
